DI STI NGUI SHI NG FEATURES OF THE CLASS

This is work in the police departnment involving routine patrol
and traffic work in the protection and safeguarding of life and

property. Enmpl oyees of this class are responsible for the
enf orcenent of state and nunicipal |aws, regulations, and
or di nances. Enpl oyees wusually work in conpany w th another
of ficer. Work involves making regular patrols, directing

traffic, and investigating accidents, crinmes, or suspicious
activity in accordance with the prescribed departnmental rules
and regul ations and assisting sergeant with cl erical -di spatcher
duties. Enployees of this class nust use independent judgment
when faced with enmergency situations. Work is reviewed by a
superior officers through inspection, observation, and reports.

EXAMPLES OF WORK

(NOTE: These exanples indicate only the general type of work
performed in these positions and are not intended to restrict
duties to those listed.)

Patrols in conpany wi th another officer; makes reports to
headquarters by radio and tel ephone; enf orces notor vehicle
| aws, the state crim nal code, and parking ordi nances; renders
informational aid and assistance to notorists and other

citizens; checks nodel, make, and |icense number of passing
vehicles to regain stolen cars and pick up wanted persons and
violators; investigates vehicles abandoned, parked illegally,

or under suspicious circunmstances;

Directs traffic to reduce and elimnate congested traffic
condi ti ons;

| nvestigates accidents; keeps bystanders out of danger;
renders first ai d; guestions Wi t nesses and drivers;
i nvestigates and prepares reports of conditions and causes of
accidents; supervises the renmoval of injured persons to
hospitals and supervises the renoval of debris to restore
traffic;

Makes arrests and prefers charges; appears in court as a
Wi t ness;

Aids in maintaining order in crowds and in public gatherings;
Attends classes of instruction, reads and studies assigned

materials, and prepares for standard performance of work and
advancenent;
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Perfornms routine clerical and dispatcher work and relieves or
assi sts enpl oyees of higher rank;

Instructs | ower ranking enployees in basic police work;

Perfornms various related duties as assigned or required.

QUALI FI CATI ON REQUI REMENTS

Must be a regular and pernmanent enployee with one (1) year
service in the class of Police Oficer on the closing date of
application for exam nati on;

After offer of pronotion, but before beginning work in this
cl ass, nmust pass a nedi cal exan nation prepared and adm ni stered
by t he Appointing Authority, designed to denponstrate good health
and physical fitness sufficient to performthe essential duties
of the position, with or w thout accommodati on;

Must successfully pass civil service exam nation testing
aptitude for beginning work in class.
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
